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HAWAIIAN TREATY. 


Senator Morgan Speaking of His 


Contemplated Visit to Hono- 
lulu Compliments President. 


THEY UNDERSTAND EACH OTHER. 


Says McKinley Is Thoroughly Fami! 


iar With Hawaiian Affairs— 


Battleships Gathering at 


Honolulu. 


Washington, Aug. 4.—Since the ad- 


journment of congress and just prior 
thereto Senator Morgan had two or three 
interviews with the president with rela 
tion to foreign matters, and Hawaii was 
fully discussed. Mr. Morgan himself is 
authority for the statement that his trip 
to Hawaii ia chiefly for tbe purpose of 
making a personal investigation, of the 
condition of affairs on those islands. 
At 


the coming session of congress, when the 
Hawaiian question cornea up for consider- 
ation by the senate, there will be co-oper- 
ation between the president and Mr. Mor 
gan in relation to tbe annexation treaty. 


These facts, together with tbo great in- 


terest and earnestness which Mr. Morgan 
has shown in these foreign questions, give 
a peculiar weight and signiflsanoe to the 
expressions of confidence in the president 
which the Alabama senator makes. 


'I think,'1 he said, "that tbe president 


UoB9 not disclose his intentions in such 
matters to any one. He keeps his own 
counsel and ia wisely allent about what 
ha intenda to do. But I do know that he 
ia remarkably well informed on these 
questions, not only as to generalities, bat 
as to details. His knowledge of the Ha- 
waiian question extends to tbe most mi- 
nute details and his silence soems to be 
that of a man who would think and act 
for himself, and who has confidence in 
himself." 


Ono of tbe important considerations in 


postponing action by tbe senate on tha 
annexation treaty was the fact that before 
this action was taken it was deemed wise 
that there should be a strong naval force 
in the Pacific bearing the American flag. 
The design is to have such a force there 
by tho time the treaty is ratified. Japan 
will in three months have in commission 
the new battleships which she contracted 
icir immediately after her victory over 
China, and she is also constructing two 
armored cruisers of a superior type. 


While in all official communications 


the Japanese disavow any hostile senti- 
ment towards the United States, it la 
known absolutely by American officials 
that tbe private utterance of the Japanese 
officials aro unfriendly and hostile, and 
the opinion is entertained that tbe safe 
•wuy to pieveut serious conflict with Ja- 
pan when tbe treaty of annexation is rati- 
fied is to be prepared to meet it. 


PIRATES CAPTURE BRITISH SHIP. 


Kill 
the Commander and Crew and 


Escape. 


San Francisco, Aug. 4.—Tbe steamship 


Belgic^ brings 
the following oriental 


news: It is learned at Honolulu of tho 
capture of the British steamer Pegu by 
Chinese pirates, July 14. A gang oJ Chi- 
nese took passage on tho Pegu when at 
se.i and murdered Captain Ross and seven 
of the crew, wounding 18 others, looted 
the ship and fled to tbe Achen coast 
Juno 9 the Chinese at Vucben destroyed 
tho mission of Plymouth Brethren and 
wore about to attack the Catholic mission 
when soldiers interfered. 
The attack on 


Plymouth mission waa brought about by 
the report that missionaries had killed a 
child. Tbe missionaries fled to the bills 
and hid for the light. The next day 
they were taken away by boat. 
Five wo- 


men were among them. The steamer Sri 
Hong Ann foundered in a squall 10/miles 
from Malacca, 110 people being drowned. 
Cholera ia reported prevalant in Siam. 


The Japanese Gazette states o telegram 


was received from the foreign offlce from 
the Japanese minister at Honolulu saying 
there will be no further objection by Ha- 
waii to immieration of contract laborers.

Hltchoook, expressed snrprise when in 
formed that bis father was considered for 
a cabinet position. 


"It is" probably political gossip," he 


said. "Father has never held or sought a 
public office.

tioned in connection with the attorney 
generalship than any other cabinet posi- 
tion. If there be anything in tbie he haa 
never intimated it to UB. I can see no 
grounds for it, other than that father en- 
joys President MeKinley's friendship."

GAS WELL STRUCK. AT NORMAL 


Heavy Flow Found »n Sinking a Tube 


Sixty-Five Feet Down. 


Normal. 111., Aug. 4.—Great excite- 


ment was occasioned here yesterday after- 
noon by the tupping of a gas vein. While 
n 4-inch tubular well was being sunk in 
the north part of the town gas was en 
countered at the depth of 65 feet. 
The 


tube had just pierced a 4-inob stratum of 
very hard stone. 


Water aud gravel were thrown to the 


heitfht of 40 feet. Three hours later tbe 
goa was throwing water 35 feet high. 
There is great rejoicing, bells, were rung 
and whistles blown and a great crowd 
assembled around the well. 


Some years ago gas was struck under 


similar circumstances at Heyworth, 111., 
and its flow has proved abundant and per- 
manent, so that the entire town is heated 
with it, and it is used in mills and facto- 
ries instead of coal. 


IDLE JOLIET MILL TO RESUME. 


Big Wire Plant Employing 500 Men Pre: 


paring for a I.OHK Run. 


Joliet, 111., Aug. 4.—The Enterprise 


wire mill, which has been shut down 
since the Fish failure in 1893, will resume 
operations in a few days and give employ- 
ment to over BOO men. 
Today a large 


number of men went to work to repair 
the plant and get things in readiness for 
a long and heavy run. 


This plant is one of the best in the 


coantry and it was purchased atj a forced 
sale by tbe Consolidated Steel an'd Wire 
company three years ago for 3100,000. 


Tbe Baker wire mill at Lockport, which 


is also owned by the Consolidated Steel 
and Wire company, will resume opera- 
tions Thursday, giving employment to 
300 men. 


Pittsburg, Aug. 4.—At Plum Creek 


this morning the striking miners In- 
duced 20 more men to Join the ranks. 
This leaves the mine working with half 
the force of yesterday. Committees ar~e 
working industriously In the homes ot 
the miners. 
They first enlisted the sym- 


pathy of the women and then the men 
wnre more easily induced to follow. 


The New York and Cleveland Coal and 


Gas company 
IB making every effori to 


keep the mines going. 
They claim that 


all the Plum Creek miners are working; 
the strikers gay that not more than 40 
men aro in the pit. The fnll force at that 
mine is 340. Campers at Sandy Creek 
had little to do. The mine to ail intents 
and purposes is shut down. The output 
is not more than two oars per day. There 
has been no change so far at Oak Hill. 
The statement by miners that only two 
men are working may be true. 


The demonstration against De Armitt 


has had the effect of decreasing the capa- 
city of 440 cars to 43 cars, with a proba- 
bility ot being further reduced. Camp 
life has been reduced to a syatem. One 
hundred men were sent to Plum Creek 
and 800 were sent home, leaving 600 men 
In the camp. 
They divided into compa- 


nies, of 100 each, under a lieutenant. 
Provision is plentiful. 
The camp will be 


policed by strikers sworn in by Burgess 
Teats, as policemen. 


One noticeable feature of the strike is 


the absence of effort by the operators to 
get tbe miners to work. 
There haa been 


no meeting to consider tbo situation, nor 
have any attempts been made to start the 
mines with new man. 
This !s explained 


today 
by 
operator who said he was 


satisfied to have the strike continue until 
January, as be has coal enough to last 
him or can get it at prices which will 
enable him to make a profit.

Chicago, Aug. 4. — Eleven new recruits 


for tbe United States navy have been en- 
listed in the two days since the office was 
opened in this city out of 600 who pre- 
sented themcelves. 


The rush was not so great yesterday as 


on tbe first day, bat still the men came 
by hundreds, and the three officers con- 
ducting tbe examinations were kept busy. 
Out of 300 men who went through tho 
examinations by Engineer Matthews and 
Boatswain Brayt^n exactly 50 were passed 
and turned over to Surgeon C. Herndon 
for the physical testa. Out of these 20 
were put through the careful physical ex- 
amination and nirie were finally judged 
fit for tbe government service. These, 
with the two men passed the day before, 
make tbe eleven thus far recruited. 


The pay of the men begins as soon as 


they have signed their enlistment paper*. 
They are required to report every day at 
the recruiting office, and will be sent east 
aa fapldly as arrangements can be made. 
The first party will probably leave for 
Now York on Monday.

Secretary of Agriculture Wilson 


Diagnoses the Case. 


8«>-» They Do Not Raise tbe Thine*. 


the People Want—Recent Ob- 


servation* In the

"One trouble with the American farm- 


er is that he will raise what he thinks 
people ought to want, and not what 
they do want." 
That is the answer of Secretary 


James Wilson to the question: "What 
is the matter with agriculture?" 


The secretary of agriculture ought to 


know what is the matter with it if any- 
one docs. 
I found the secretary in his office 


when I called at the department a few 
days ago. His confidential clerk sat op- 
posite him at his big, flat-topped desk, 
and two or three of his bureau chiefs 
came in and waited for a word with him 
while he was telling me what ailed the 
farmer. 


"Take my own. state, Iowa, for ex- 


ample," said the secretary. "We have 
been raising there a little, wiry horse of 
1,200 pounds or thereabuts under the 
impression that it was wanted. Now 
we iind that people want a draft horse 
of about l,UOf< pounds, and they will pay 
a good price tor it. They want a stylish 
carriage horse, or a good riding horse, 
or a horse for army use. 


"It is true, also, in a great many 


cases, that the American farmer does 
not. know the best use to make of his 
products. My state raises one-seventh 
of the total corn crop of this country. 
To-day the cribs are full, and the best 
price tbe farmer can get for his corn is 
15 cents a bushel. >"ot long ago I tried 
an experiment. I got a flock of range 
lambs and fed them on corn. I did not 
carry the experiment far enough to get 


this department are being distributed 
very widely.' 


"And are the people reading them? 
"They are. A farmer's meeting: to^ 


day is very different from what it was 
a few" years ago. The farmer to-day 
would not listen to the talk he used to 
hear. The doctor and the preacher 
used to be asked to speak sometimes, 
and they would make humorous re- 
marks. Nowadays the farmer would not 
stand that a minute. The talk you hear 
at his meetings now^s all practical. 
Farming has become a science. Take 
dairying for example. It is as different 
from the old dairying as the transport- 
ation of to-day is from that of 100 
years ago. The farmer's vfifc used to 
throw away one-third of the butter fat 
in her milk. To-day the separator saves 
every bit of it. We make in this coun- 
try to-day the finest butter and cheese 
in the world. England makes nothing 
like it. Unfortunately we have been 
sending abroad oleomargarine — the 
stuff they rub into a sheep's wool to 
keep the" rain out; and we have senl 
cheeses which were filled with cotton 
seed oil. The Englishman, has got his 
idea of our dairy products from these, 
and he does not want them. I am try- 
ing to find a market abroad for oui 
best cheeses and butter, and I am try- 
ing to have the restrictions removed 
from our meat products. 


There have been so many gibes at the 


agricultural department that I asked 
the secretary if he believed it had really 
done any good in the few years, of its 
existence. 


"Did 
you ever eat a navel orange?" 


he said in reply. "The parent tree is 
here. It was brought from Brazil and 
cuttings from it \vere distributed ovei 
the country by the department. Sor- 
ghum was introduced into the United 
States by the department of agricul- 
ture. The department brought the firsl 
beet seed here for experimental cul- 
ture; and it has pursued its experi- 
ments with beets, until now there is nc 
doubt in the minds of the farmers of the

The farmer who 
sells his corn ut 15 cents u bushel can 
dress in r;.f,-s. let his Lair grow long-, 
and yell o\e:- hard times; ljut the farm- 
er who g-ets, a icturn of DO cents a bushel, 
for his corn can slap his thigh and be 
merry over the return of prosperity." 
And the secretary slapped his thigh 
vigorously to illustrate and emphasize 
his remark. 


"An Iowa farmer," he continued, "fed 


corn to his cows. He found that they 
lite five cents worth a day and yielded 
15 cents in milk. A farmer who gets 
that return can grow rich." 


Mr. Wilson went south with the pres- 


ident in his recent trip; he found two 
things that interested him, he says. 
One was that the women of the south 
have accepted the result of the war; 
et least, those whom !Mr. \Vilson met 
T-.art stopped fighting and laid down 
their ar:at. 
"Another thing that interested me," 


he said, "was the condition of the soil. 
It is a very shallow soil, and they have 
been planting the same crop in it year 
after jear until every bit of organic 
matter has gor.e out of it; the soil is all 
worn out. ' We went to Belle Mead 
farm, where Gen. Jackson is raising 
•blooded stock. He has ten or 12 fine 
etallions and 100 brood mares; but he 
has found that the business is not prof- 
itable. People would not pay the prices 
lie wanted; so he has put a herd of 50 
,eows on the farm and gone into dairy 
Tvork. That interested me. I think the 
people of the south ought to plant 
grasses and take to grazing. 
They 


should put five-sixths of their land into 
grass, and the other sixth into some- 
thing else. By changing around from 
year to year they could soon restore 
their soil to its own fertility. They 
have the finest grazing country in the 
United States except the northwest; 
and they have this advantage over the 
northwest—they can graze all the year 
round."

'"They are learing all the time," he

about the markets of the world, and to 
execrate the policy whose first object Is 
the preservation of the American home 
market. Now probably neither this free 
trade correspondent nor his free trade pa- 
per would be BJ crazy as to contend that 
tbe Australian market isjto be preferred 
to tbe American market and 
advise 


Americans to exchange. And yet all the 
market they offer in exchange, as based 
on the claims of this article, Is tbe Aus- 
tralian market. 
Therefore, oven if we 


did not already have tbe Australian mar- 
ket, it would be a decidedly losing game 
for Americans to give up their home mar- 
ket. 


But tbe most glaringly absurd part of 


the whole suggestion is that this free 
trade correspondent entirely overlooked 
tbe facts which his article has just put 
forth, viz., that in those products men- 
tioned, according to his repcrt, we al- 
ready have tbe Australian market.

opportunity to know all of Its provision 
and that there was no popular dlsapprov 
al of it is shown by the fact that 112 o 
tbe members of the house which passed 1

coin of the world and the total money o 
the world have increased much more 
rapidly than the population since 1873 
hence the absurdity of tho claim that i 
has "appreciated m value, as tho amoun 
for each individual iu the world has 
greatly increased since the passage of tho 
act in question. The gold money of the 
world has more than doubled since 1873 
tbo silver money of the world bss»nearl; 
or quite trebled in that time and tho pa 
pel money has alto Increased largely 
while tho population of the world has in 
or eased only 23 par coat in tie same pe 
rlod. It la thus evident that the tota 
amount of money for each individual in 
tbe world is much greater than in 1873 
and that there can thus be no Increased 
per capita demand for gold and hence no 
"appreciation" lu its vilue, while the act 
that a large proportion of the business o:
